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i, Charli Krase, Ph.D., a citizen of Germany, hereby declare and state: 

1. The resume attached as Exhibit A to my April 26. 2007 Rule 132 Declaration 
accurately reflects my professional credentials. 

2. I am the sole inventor named in the above-identified application. 

3. My research is funded in part by Fraunhofer-Gesellschaft zur Forderung der 
angewandten Forschung e.V., the assignee of the above-identified application. 

4. I understand from attorneys for the assignee that claims 1-14 remain rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 32, first paragraph, as allegedly lacking enablement for isolated piuripotent 
adult stem (IPAS) cells from any species of vertebrate obtained from any exocrine gland tissue, 
wherein said IPAS cells differentiate into any cell type. 

5. The specification already provides evidence of enablement with respect to two 
divergent species of animal - rats and humans. I now provide evidence that the claimed 
invention is also enabled for a third species of animal, namely goats.
